DTC has advised the State that, if the State elects to extend the maturity date of a Note, a limited
delay may occur in crediting the interest payment due on the Original Maturity Date to the Direct
Participant's account. If the maturity date is extended, the State will make an interest-only payment
to the Depository on the Original Maturity Date. DTC's current operational systems require manual
processing for the interest-only payment. It is expected that DTC would credit the Direct
Participant's account no later than the next Business Day.

The possible delay is limited to the interest payment due on the Original Maturity Date. Itis
expected that DTC will credit all subsequent interest payments on the payable dates through its
customary same-day funds payment system.

THE STATE

The State islocated in the Midwest among the northernmost tier of states. The State ranks 18th
among the states in population and 26th in land area. Wisconsin attained statehood in 1848, its
capital isMadison, and itslargest city is Milwaukee.

THE PROGRAM

This Offering Memorandum describes the State of Wisconsin General Obligation Extendible Commercia
Notes (Notes) issued under the State of Wisconsn's General Obligation Extendible Commercial Note
Program (Program).

The State has appointed Goldman, Sachs & Co. to serve as Dealer for the Notes. The State has appointed
U.S. Bank Trust National Association to serve as|ssuing and Paying Agent for the Notes. The State has
appointed The Depository Trust Company (DTC) to serve as Depository for the Notes.

The Notes areissued pursuant to resol utions adopted by the State of Wisconsin Building Commission.
Under the Program Resolution and Supplemental Resolution adopted on August 18, 1999, the Building
Commission has authorized the issuance of up to $50,000,000 in Notes. The Building Commisson may
adopt additiona Supplemental Resolutions authorizing the issuance of additiona Notes.

In connection with the issuance of the Notes, the Building Commission has authorized the Department of
Adminigration to prepare this Offering Memorandum. This Offering Memorandum contains information
furnished by the State or taken directly from the sourcesindicated.
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THE NOTES
Security for the Notes

The Notes are direct and genera obligations of the State. The full faith, credit, and taxing power of the
State areirrevocably pledged as payment of the principal of and interest on the Notes.  There has been
irrevocably appropriated, asafirg charge upon al revenues of the State, a sum sufficient for the payment
of the principal of and interest on the Notes.

The State intends (but is not obligated) to use proceeds of roll-over Notesto pay principa on each Naote on
itsOrigina Maturity Date. Other possible sourcesfor payment of principal on the Notesindude the
issuance of general obligation bonds (the Supplemental Resolution does authorize the issuance of
these general obligation bonds), or other funds available to the State.

If payment of principal does not occur on the Original Maturity Date as described above, the Sate then
has the option to extend the maturity date of a Note. See pages 3-4 for a summary on the extension of
maturity date.

The State intends to ultimately to issue long-term general obligation bonds to fund the then
outstanding Notes. In addition, while the Notes are outstanding, the State further intends to amortize
the principal amount of Notes based on a 20-year term, as provided in the Supplemental Resolution,
by making a deposit into the Note Fund on May 1 of each year.

Proceeds from theinitial sles of the Notes are immediatdy depodited in the State' s capital improvement
fund and are not pledged as security for payment of the principa of and interest on the Notes.

Pur pose of the Notes

The Wisconsn Statutes authorize the issuance and sale of public delot to acquire, congtruct, deveop,
extend, enlarge, or improve land, waters, property, highways, buildings, equipment, or facilities. The
Wisconan Legidature has the authority to establish the borrowing purposes and amounts for which public
debt may beissued. APPENDIX B indudes a summary of these purposes and the amounts authorized and
issued for each purpose as of July 31, 1999.

Description of the Notes

Each Note will be dated the date it isissued. It will beissued as an interest-bearing obligation in a
denomination of $100,000 or increments of $1,000 above $100,000. Each Note will beissued in
book-entry form through the book-entry system of the Depository. Interest is computed on the basis
of ayear having 365 or 366 days and the actual number of days elapsed (actual/actual basis).
Payment of principal of and interest on each Note will be made to the Depository and then
distributed by the Depository.

Each Note will mature on its Original Maturity Date, which may range from 1 to 180 days from its
original issue date, unless the State exercises its option to extend the maturity date. In that casethe
Note will mature on the Extended Maturity Date, which will be the date that is 90 days after the
Original Maturity Date.

Each Note will bear interest from its original issue date until the Original Maturity Date at the rate
determined on the original issue date, payable on the Original Maturity Date. If the State exercises



its option to extend the maturity date of a Note, the Note will bear interest after the Original
Maturity Date at the Reset Rate described bel ow.

Extension of Maturity Date

The State will notify the Issuing and Paying agent by 10:00a.m. (New York time) if the maturity date
of aNoteisto be extended. The Issuing and Paying Agent will then by 11:00a.m. (New York time)
contact DTC and provide notice that the maturity date of that Note is being extended.

If the State exercises its option to extend the maturity date of a Note, interest will be payable on the
Original Maturity Date, and the Note will bear interest after the Original Maturity Date at the Reset
Rate. If the Original Maturity Date is before the 15" day of the month, interest will next be payable
on thefirst Business Day (which isaday on which bankslocated in Madison, Wisconsin and in each
city that the principal office of the Issuing and Paying Agent and Dedler are located are not required
or authorized by law to close for business and a day the New York Stock Exchange is not closed) of
the next month. If the Original Maturity Date is on or after the 15™ day of the month, interest will
next be payable on the first Business Day of the second succeeding month after the Origina
Maturity Date (for example, if the Original Maturity Dateis March 14, thefirst interest payment
will beon April 1, and if the Original Maturity Date is March 15, the first interest payment will be
on May 1). Theregfter, interest will be payable on the first Business Day of each month and on any
redemption date or the Extended Maturity Date.

Asusad in the formula, the BMA variable will be The Bond Market Association Municipal Swap
Index, which is calculated weekly and released each Wednesday afternoon, effective Thursday. The
E variable will be a fixed percentage rate expressed in basis points that is determined based on the
Prevailing Ratings, as follows:

If the Prevailing Ratings would indicate different E variables as a result of split ratings assigned to
the State, the E variable will be the arithmetic average of those indicated by the Prevailing Ratings.

The Reset Rate applicable to a Note will be determined by the Issuing and Paying Agent based on
the Prevailing Ratings and other information available as of 11:00 am. New York time on its
Origina Maturity Date and each Thursday thereafter and will apply through the following
Wednesday.



The Sate intends, but is not obligated, to use proceeds of roll-over Notesto pay principal on each
Note on its Original Maturity Date. If payment of principal does not occur on the Original
Maturity Date from the proceeds of roll-over Notes, from the proceeds of general obligation bonds
or from other funds available to the Sate, the Sate then has the option to extend the maturity date
of the Note.

Redemption of Notes
A Note is not subject to redemption before its Original Maturity Date.

In the event the State exercises its option to extend the maturity of a Note, a Note may be redeemed
after its Original Maturity Date, in whole but not in part, at the option of the State on any date at a
redemption price equal to 100% of the principal amount, plus accrued and unpaid interest to the date
of payment.

To exerciseits redemption option, the State will provide nat less than 5 nor more than 25 calendar
days naticeto the Issuing and Paying Agent. Thelssuing and Paying Agent will notify DTC of the
Notes to be redeemed.

There is no assurance a rating given to a security will be maintained for any
period of time. A rating may be lowered or withdrawn entirely by the rating serviceif, in its
judgment, circumstances so warrant. Any downgrade or withdrawal of a rating may have an adverse
effect on the market price of the security.



Default in Payment

In the event of the occurrence of any default by the State in the payment of principal of or interest on
any Note and the continuance of this default in payment for five Business Days, the principal sum of
all Notes (together with any accrued and unpaid interest) shall become, without any notice or
demand, immediately due and payable.

Book-Entry Form

DTC will act as Depogtory for the Notes. The Noteswill beissued asfully-registered securities registered
in the name of Cede & Co. (DTC' s partnership nomines). Onefully-regigered magter note certificate
covering the Notes has been issued and deposited with the Issuing and Paying Agent asthe agent for DTC.

DTCisalimited purpose trust company organized under the New Y ork Banking Law, a*banking
organization” within the meaning of the New Y ork Banking Law, a member of the Federal Reserve
Sysem, a“dearing corporation” within the meaning of the New Y ork Uniform Commercid Code, and a
“dearing agency” registered pursuant to the provisons of Section 17A of the Securities Exchange Act of
1934. pTC holds securitiesthat its participants (Par ticipants) depodit with DTC. DTC dso fadilitatesthe
settlement among Participants of securities transactions, such astransfers and pledges, in deposited
securities through dectronic computerized book-entry changesin Participants accounts, thereby
diminating the need for physical movement of securities cartificates. Direct Participants include securities
brokers and dealers, banks, trust companies, dearing corporations, and certain other organizations. DTCis
owned by a number of its Direct Participants and by the New Y ork Stock Exchange, Inc., the American
Stock Exchange, Inc., and the National Assodiation of Securities Deders, Inc. AccesstotheDTC system
isalso available to others such as securities brokers and dedlers, banks, and trust companiesthat clear
through or maintain a custodia reationship with a Direct Participant, either directly or indirectly (Indirect
Participants). The Rules applicableto DTC and its Participants are on file with the Securitiesand
Exchange Commisson.

Purchases of Notes under theDTC system must be made by or through Direct Participants, which will
receive a credit for the Noteson DTC' srecords. The ownership interest of each actua purchaser of each
Note (Beneficial Owner) isin turn to be recorded on the Direct and Indirect Participants records.
Beneficdd Ownerswill not receive written confirmation from DTC of their purchase, but Beneficial
Owners are expected to recave written confirmations providing details of the transaction, aswell as
periodic satements of their holdings, from the Direct or Indirect Participants through which the Beneficial
Owner entered into the transaction. Trangfers of ownership interest in the Notes are to be accomplished by
entries made on the books of Participants acting on behalf of Beneficid Owners. Beneficial Ownerswill
not reca ve certificates representing their ownership interestsin Notes, except in the event that use of the
book-entry system for the Notes is disconti nued.

Tofadilitate subsequent transfers, all Notes depogited by Participantswith DTC are regigered in the name
of DTC' s partnership nominee, Cede & Co. The deposit of Noteswith DTC and ther regidration in the
name of Cede & Co. effect no changein beneficia ownership. DTC has no knowledge of the actual
Beneficial Owners of the Notes, DTC records reflect only theidentity of the Direct Participants to whose
accounts such Notes are credited, which may or may not be the Beneficial Owners. The Participants will
remain responsblefor kegping account of their holdings on behdf of their cusomers.



Conveyance of natices and other communications by DTC to Direct Participants, by Direct Participantsto
Indirect Participants, and by Direct Participants and Indirect Participantsto Beneficial Ownerswill be
governed by arrangements among them, subject to any satutory or regulatory requirements asmay bein
effect from timeto time.

Nether DTC nor Cede & Co. will consent or vote with respect to the Notes. Under its usual
procedures, DTC mails an Omnibus Proxy to the State as soon as possible after the record date. The
Omnibus Proxy assigns Cede & Co.’s consenting or voting rights to those Direct Participantsto
whose accounts the Notes are credited on the record date (identified in alisting attached to the
Omnibus Proxy).

Principa and interest payments on the Nateswill be madeto DTC. DTC' spracticeisto credit Direct
Participants accounts on payable date in accordance with their respective haldings shown on DTC's
records unless DTC hasreason to bdievethat it will not receive payment on payable date. Payments by
Participants to Beneficial Ownerswill be governed by sanding indructions and customary practices, asis
the case with securities hdd for the accounts of cusomersin bearer form or registered in “ Sreet name’,
and will be the respongibility of such Participant and not of DTC, the State, or the Issuing and Paying
Agent, subject to any statutory or regulatory requirements as may bein effect from timetotime. Payment
of principal and interest to DTC isthe responghility of the State or the Issuing and Paying Agent, and
disbursement of such paymentsto Direct Participants shal be the responsibility of DTC, and disbursement
of such paymentsto the Beneficial Owners shal be the respongihility of Direct and Indirect Participants.

DTC may discontinue providing its services as securities depository with respect to the Notes at any time
by giving reasonable notice to the State or the Issuing and Paying Agent. Under such drcumstances, in the
event that a successor securities depogtory isnot obtained, Note certificates are required to be printed and
ddlivered.

The State may decide to discontinue use of the system of book-entry transfers through DTC (or a successor
securities depogtory). In that event, Note certificates will be printed and ddivered.

Theinformation in this section concerning DTC and DTC' s book-entry system has been obtained from
DTC; the State takes no responsibility for its accuracy.

No assurance can be given by the State, the Issuing and Paying Agent, or the Dealer that DTC, Direct
Participants and Indirect Participants will promptly transfer payments or notices received with
respect to the Notes. The State assumes no liability for the failure of DTC, Direct Participants or
Indirect Participants to transfer to the Beneficial Owner payments or notices received with respect to
the Notes.

Similarly, no assurance can be given by the State, the Issuing and Paying Agent, or the Dealer that
DTC will abide by its procedures or that such procedures will not be changed from timeto time. In
the event that a successor securities depository is designated, it may establish different procedures.

DTC’s Year 2000 Efforts

DTC management is aware that some computer applications, systems, and the like for processing
data (Systems) that are dependent upon calendar dates, including dates before, on, and after January
1, 2000, may encounter “ Year 2000 problems’. DTC hasinformed its Participants and other
members of the financial community (Industry) that it has developed and isimplementing a program
so that its Systems, as the same relate to the timely payment of distributions (including



principal and income payments) to securityholders, book-entry deliveries, and settlement of trades
within DTC, continue to function appropriately. This program includes a technical assessment and a
remediation plan, each of which iscomplete. Additionally, DTC's plan includes a testing phase,
which is expected to be completed within appropriate time frames.

However, DTC' s ahility to perform properly its servicesis a so dependent upon other parties,
including but not limited to issuers and their agents, aswell asthird party vendors from whom DTC
licenses software and hardware, and third party vendors on whom DTC relies for information or the
provision of services, including telecommunication and dectrical utility service providers, anong
others. DTC hasinformed the Industry that it is contacting (and will continue to contact) third party
vendors from whom DTC acquires services:

to impress upon them the importance of such services being Y ear 2000 compliant; and

to determine the extent of their effortsfor Y ear 2000 remediation (and, as appropriate,
testing) of their services.

In addition, DTC isin the process of developing such contingency plans asit deems appropriate.

According to DTC, the foregoing information with respect to DTC has been provided to the Industry
for informational purposes only and is not intended to serve as a representation, warranty, or
contract modification of any kind.

ISSUING AND PAYING AGENT

In addition to the duties outlined in this Offering Memorandum, the following is a further discussion
on itemsrelating to the Issuing and Paying Agent.

Note Fund

The Program Resolution creates a Note Fund held by the Issuing and Paying Agent. The State may
make periodic deposits into this Note Fund for payment of interest, principal, or redemption
premium for the Notes. Moneys held in the Note Fund may be invested in Permitted I nvestments,
which include direct obligations of the United States government or a money market fund consisting
solely of direct obligations of the United States government. Amounts deposited in the Note Fund
will be spent within athirteen-month period beginning on the date of deposit, and amounts received
from investments of moneys held in the Note Fund will be spent within a one-year period beginning
on the date of receipt. The State will have no legal or equitable interest in the amounts on deposit in
the Note Fund or in any proceeds of any investment of the Note Fund, except as provided in the
Program Resolution.

Issuing and Paying Agent Year 2000 Readiness

U.S. Bank Trust National Association hasfinancial, technical and staffing resources dedicated to
addressing the Year 2000 issue. U.S. Bank Trust National Association discloses that they are on
schedule to be ready for Y ear 2000 with evaluation, replacement, and renovation of critical systems
virtually complete. U.S. Bank Trust National Association is currently working with DTC to validate
and demongtrate Y ear 2000 readiness. U.S. Bank Trust National Association is also working with
their critical vendors and service providers to assess their Year 2000 status. More information
regarding U.S. Bank Trust National Association’s Y ear 2000 efforts can be found at their web site
at www.usbank.com.



STATE YEAR 2000 READINESS DISCLOSURE

Overview

The Department of Administration, which has overall responsbility for the coordination of
information technology in State government, is coordinating the State's Y ear 2000 compliance
efforts.

The Department of Administration created an interagency executive taskforce to advise on ways to
coordinate Y ear 2000 compliance oversight activities and has devel oped a detailed Y ear 2000 project
plan to manage the Y ear 2000 compliance efforts. Asaresult of this approach, the State can focus
on the highest priority Year 2000 compliance needs.

In 1996, the Department of Administration identified 100 critical business applications, which are
applications that support core state government operations and services. The Department of
Administration, working with a multi-agency oversight group, has refined the list to 85 applications
that are considered to be the most critical.

The Department of Administration requires agencies to report monthly on:
Efforts to ensure operation of critical business functions within the agency.

Compliance progress on the information technology systems supporting those critical
business functions.

Efforts to address issues related to equipment with embedded microprocessors that support
critical business functions.

The reporting on information technology systems measures progress in five stages: (1) analysis, (2)
design, (3) modification, (4) testing, and (5) implementation.

Asof duly 27, 1999, the following information is available from this reporting:
70% of the most critical applications have been completed.

All of the mogt critical applications have had Y ear 2000 modifications made, or
modifications are in progress, although testing and implementation of the modificationsis
not completed yet. The completion dates for these remaining critical applications vary for
each critical application.

The Department of Administration continues to work with all agenciesto ensure full reporting of
critical business functions and the work needed to remedy Y ear 2000 problems. In addition, as part
of the enterprise Y ear 2000 project plan, the Department of Administration hasinstituted
independent risk assessment studies of the State’'s most critical business functions. Risk assessments
have been completed in all 11 agencies scheduled for review.

The State has not identified any significant Y ear 2000 conseguences or unbudgeted costs to make the
critical business applications Year 2000 compliant. The costs to the State to become Y ear 2000
compliant have been and will continue to be absorbed within existing base operating budgets because
most Y ear 2000 compliance work is being completed by State agencies as part of ongoing
maintenance and upgrades previoudy identified and budgeted for by the State.



In addition to the assessments, the following is a summary of the efforts currently being undertaken
by the State:

On July 27, 1998 the Governor issued an executive order that directs all state agenciesto
make Y ear 2000 compliance activities their top technology priority. In addition, this
executive order creates a blue ribbon commission to recommend ways to enhance
communication and coordination between public and private efforts to address Y ear 2000
iSsues.

The State has created a central Y ear 2000 test environment for use by State agencies to
verify the effectiveness of Year 2000 compliance activities. The State maintains a web site
that provides specific technical information to assist agency Y ear 2000 compliance efforts.
The Internet address for this siteis. y2k.state.wi.ug/.

Prior to May 14, 1999, agencies prepared contingency plans designed to address possible
problems arising from failures of information technology systems or other disruptions of
business processes. The Department of Administration provided agencies with instructions
and templates for their contingency planning efforts and offered use of standardized software
for documenting contingency planning. Thislast dement will allow the Department of
Administration to consolidate agencies plans and provide an enterprise contingency plan for
the State that will allow for better coordination with local government and the private sector.
The Department of Administration is reviewing and completing testing of these contingency
plans.

Internal Year 2000 Issues

Examples of the highest priority critical applicationsthat can be considered “interna year 2000
issues’ include the following. WiSMART, the State' s accounting system, has recently been updated
for Year 2000 and testing for Y ear 2000 compliance has been successfully completed. The
Department of Revenue, the agency responsible for the collection of State taxes, has completed
modification of 100% of its critical applications and has completed or isin the process of going
through final acceptancetesting. This department continues to modify and test its critical
applications with all work scheduled for completion by mid-August.

External Year 2000 | ssues

The State contacted each of its paying agents, registrars, escrow agents, trustees, and depositories
and was informed by each of these firms that they intended to meet federal regulationsthat all
securities processing ingtitutions be Y ear 2000 compliant by December 31, 1998. The State will
continue to monitor these compliance activities and take appropriate steps to ensure timely
compliance, as needed. The Department of Health and Family Servicesis the State agency that
interfaces with the Federal government for Medicare and Medicaid reimbursement payments. This
department has compl eted modifications to 94% of its most critical applications. All but one critical
application were scheduled for completion by July 31, 1999, with the remaining application
scheduled for completion by September 30, 1999. This department continues to address Y ear 2000
efforts with the Federal government and work on contingency plansin the event of a problem. The
Federal government recently completed an audit of several primary programsin the Departments of
Health and Family Services and Workforce Development. The results of this audit are not yet
available.

Mechanical Year 2000 | ssues

With respect to debt service payments, the State maintains paper records of all its debt service
schedules. In the event computer payment systems fail, the State is prepared to provide manual
payment checks to paying agents and DTC.

As a contingency, the State is further considering sending the payments due on January 3, 2000 to
DTC on or before December 31, 1999.

The State cannot provide any assurances that all Y ear 2000 problems will be corrected by January
1, 2000 nor that all information technology systems will continue to work efficiently on January 1,
2000. Thereremains a possihility that some Y ear 2000 problemswill not beidentified or corrected
by January 1, 2000. However, the actions that the State is currently completing should minimize
such potential problems, especially for critical business applications. Agencies are preparing
contingency plans designed to address possible problems arising from failures of information
technology systems or other disruptions of business processes.

FINANCIAL ADVISOR

First Albany Corporation is employed by the State to perform professional servicesin the capacity
of financial advisor. First Albany Corporation has provided advice as to the structuring of the
Program.

LEGAL OPINION

Legal mattersincident to the authorization, issuance, and sale of the Notes are subject to the
approval of Foley & Lardner, Bond Counsd. Bond Counsd will deliver an approving opinion on
the date of issue of the Notes, in substantially the form shown in APPENDIX C.

Asrequired by law, the Attorney General will examine a certified copy of all proceedings leading to
issuance of the Nates. The Attorney General will deliver an opinion on the regularity and validity of
the proceadings.
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TAX EXEMPTION
Federal Tax Law

In the opinion of Bond Counsd, under exigting law, theinterest on the Notesis exduded from gross
income for federal incometax purposes and theinterest on the Notesis not an item of tax preference for
purposes of the federa aternative minimum tax imposed on all taxpayers; it should be noted, however,
that with respect to corporations (as defined for federal income tax purposes), such interest is taken
into account in determining adjusted current earnings for the purpose of computing the alternative
minimum tax impaosed on such corporations.

The opinions described in the preceding paragraph are subject to the condition that the State comply
with all requirements of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (Code), and other federa
tax legidation, that must be satisfied subsequent to the issuance of the Notesin order that interest
thereon be, or continue to be, excluded from gross income for federal income tax purposes. The State
has covenanted to comply with each such requirement to the extent it may lawfully do so. Failure to
comply with certain of such regquirements may cause interest on the Notesto be includable in gross
income for federal income tax purposes retroactively to the date of issuance of the Notes. Bond
Counsdl expresses no opinion regarding other federal tax consequences arising with respect to the
Notes. The proceedings authorizing the Notes do not provide for an increasein interest ratesor a
redemption of the Notesin the event of taxability.

The Code contains numerous provis ons which could affect the economic value of the Notes to
particular Note owners. The following are some examples:

Section 265 of the Code denies a deduction for interest on any indebtedness
incurred or continued to purchase or carry the Notes or, in the case of financia
ingtitutions, that portion of an owner’sinterest expense alocable to interest on
the Notes.

Property and casualty insurance companies will be required in each taxable year
to reduce the amount of their deductible losses by 15% of the amount of tax-
exempt interest received or accrued during such taxable year, including interest
on the Notes, and life insurance companies are subject to smilar provisions
under which taxableincomeisincreased by reason of receipt or accrual of tax-
exempt interest.

Interest on the Notes earned by certain foreign corporations doing businessin
the United States could be subject to a branch profits tax imposed by Section
884 of the Code.

Passive investment income, including interest on the Notes, may be subject to
federal income taxation under Section 1375 of the Code for S corporations that
have Subchapter C earnings and profits at the close of the taxable year if
greater than 25% of the gross receipts of the S corporation is passive investment
income.

Section 86 of the Code requires certain recipients of social security and railroad
retirement benefits to include a portion of such benefitsin grossincome by
reason of receipt or accrual of interest on the Notes.

This section does not present an exhaustive discussion of collateral tax consequences arising from
ownership of the Notes. There may be other provisions of the Code which could adversdly affect the
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value of an investment in the Notes for particular Note owners. Investors should consult their own
tax advisors with respect to the tax consequences of owning a Note.

State Tax Law

Interest on the Notesis subject to State of Wisconsin income and franchise taxes. Investors should
consult their own tax advisors with respect to the state and local tax consequences of owning a Note.

information depository (SID), if any, and to provide notices of occurrence of certain events specified
in the Rule to each NRMSIR or the Municipal Securities Rulemaking Board (MSRB) and the SID, if
any.

Proposed Budget for 1999-2001
The Governor hasintroduced the executive budget for the 1999-2000 and 2000-2001 fiscal years.

The Assembly and Senate have approved versions of this budget that differ from each other and the
Governor’s executive budget. A conference committee of Assembly and Senate membersis
currently meeting to discuss these differences.

In addition, in July 1999, genera fund tax collections for the 1998-99 fiscal year and general fund
revenue estimates for the 1999-2000 and 2000-2001 fiscal years were reviewed and revised taking
into account actual tax collections and updated national economic forecasts. Based on this review,
the following are changes from the general fund tax collections and estimates used in the executive
budget for the 1999-2000 and 2000-2001 fiscal years:

General fund tax collections for the 1998—-99 fiscal year are now estimated to be $189
million greater.

1999-2000 general fund tax collections are now estimated to be $195.5 million greater.
2000-2001 general fund tax collections are now estimated to be $183.6 million greater.

The budget tables below and on pages A-4 and A-5 do not reflect these updated July 1999 revenue
estimates.

We have acted as bond counsdl in connection with the issuance by the State of Wisconsin (the “ State”)
of its General Obligation Extendible Commercial Notes of 1999, Series A (the “ Notes’). The Notes are
authorized to be issued and sold from time to time pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 18, Wisconsin
Statutes (the “ Act”) and a resolution adopted by the State of Wisconsin Building Commission (the
“Commisson”) on August 18, 1999, entitled “ Program Resolution for State of Wisconsin General
Obligation Extendible Commercial Notes’ (the “ Program Resolution”), as supplemented by a resolution
also adopted by the Commission on August 18, 1999, entitled “ Supplemental Resolution Authorizing
and Awarding Not to Exceed $50,000,000 State of Wisconsin Genera Obligation Extendible
Commercial Notes of 1999, Series A and Authorizing State of Wisconsin General Obligation Bonds to
Fund the Notes’ (the “ Supplemental Resolution”).

Weinvestigated the law and examined such certified proceedings and other papers as we deemed
necessary to render thisopinion. We aso reviewed the Issuing and Paying Agency Agreement, dated
September 9, 1999, between the State and U.S. Bank Trust National Association (the “Issuing and
Paying Agency Agreement”), and the Dealer Agreement, dated September 9, 1999, between the State
and Goldman, Sachs & Co. (the“ Dealer Agreement”). Asto questions of fact material to our opinion,
we relied upon the certified proceedings and other certificates of public officials furnished to us without
undertaking to verify the same by independent investigation.

We have not been engaged or undertaken to review the accuracy, completeness or sufficiency of the
Offering Memorandum, dated August 24, 1999, or other offering material relating to the Notes (except
to the extent, if any, stated in the Offering Memorandum), and we express no opinion relating thereto
(excepting only the matters set forth as our opinion in the Offering Memorandum). However, in
connection with the rendering of our opinion asto the validity of the Notes, nothing has come to our
attention that would lead us to bdieve that the Offering Memorandum (except for the financial
statements and other financia or statistical data included therein, as to which we express no view), as of
the date of ddlivery of the Notes, contained any untrue statement of a material fact or omitted to state
any material fact required to be stated therein or necessary to make the statements contained therein, in
light of the circumstances under which they were made, not mideading.

Based upon the foregoing, we are of the opinion that, under existing law:
1 The Program Resolution has been duly adopted by the Commission.

2. The Supplemental Resolution is authorized or permitted by the Program Resolution and the
Act, complieswith their respective terms, has been duly adopted by the Commission, and is
valid and binding upon the State in accordance with its terms.
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3. The Notes have been duly and validly authorized and, when duly executed in the form and
manner provided in the Program Resolution and the Supplemental Resolution, duly
authenticated by the Issuing and Paying Agent, and delivered and paid for, will constitute valid
and binding general obligations of the State.

4, Thefull faith, credit, and taxing power of the State are irrevocably pledged to the payment of
the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on the Notes as the same mature and become due.
There has been irrevocably appropriated, as a first charge upon all revenues of the State, a sum
sufficient for such purpose.

5. Theinterest on the Notes is excluded from graoss income for federal income tax purposes, and
the interest on the Notesis not an item of tax preference for purposes of the federal alternative
minimum tax imposed on all taxpayers; it should be noted, however, that with respect to certain
corporations (as defined for federal income tax purposes), such interest is taken into account in
determining adjusted current earnings for the purpose of computing the aternative minimum tax
imposed on such corporations. The opinions set forth in the preceding sentence are subject to
the condition that the state comply with al requirements of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986,
as amended, and other federal tax legidation that must be satisfied subsequent to the issuance
of the Notes in order that interest thereon be, or continue to be, excluded from gross income for
federal incometax purposes. The State has covenanted to comply with each such requirement
to the extent it may lawfully do so. Failure to comply with certain such requirements may
cause the inclusion of interest on the Notes in grossincome for federal income tax purposes
retroactively to the date of issuance of the Notes. We express no opinion regarding other
federal tax consequences arising with respect to the Notes.

6. The offering and sale of the Notes are not subject to registration with the Securities and
Exchange Commission under the Securities Act of 1933, as amended, and the Program
Resolution is not required to be qualified under the Trust Indenture Act of 1939, as amended.
We have not passed upon matters pertaining to compliance with the Blue Sky laws of any state
in connection with the offering and sale of the Notes.

It isto be understood that the rights of the owners of the Notes and the enforceahility of the Notes may
be subject to bankruptcy, insolvency, reorganization, moratorium, fraudulent conveyance, and other
smilar laws affecting creditors' rights heretofore or hereafter enacted, to the extent constitutionally
applicable, and that their enforcement may be subject to the exercise of judicial discretion in appropriate
Cases.

Unless otherwise notified by us, you may continue to rely on this opinion to the extent that (1) thereis
no change in pertinent existing state or federal law, (2) the Program Resolution and the Supplemental
Resolution, in the form in effect on the date hereof, remain in full force and effect, (3) the
representations, warranties, and covenants of the parties contained in the Issuing and Paying Agency
Agreement, and the Dealer Agreement and certain certificates dated the date hereof and ddlivered by
authorized officers of the State remain true and accurate and are complied with in all material respects,
and (4) no litigation affecting the issuance or validity of the Notesis pending or threatened at the time of
ddivery of any such instruments.
